Kiel,  Nov  10. 

A merchantman  arrived  lately  at  Kiel, 
which  was  intended  to  convey  Napoleon 
to  America. — .A  French  captain,  who 
had  married  the  daughter  of  a miller  in 
Holstein,  and  after  Napoleon’s  retuin, 
served  under  ClauseJ,  at  Bordeaux,  re- 
solved to  save  Bonaparte  on  board  his 
own  vessel,  while  he  was  at  R ichefort. 
For  this  purpose  he  had  casks  lined  with 
mattresses,  in  order  to  conceal  Napoleon. 
Savary.and  Bertrand,  in  case  of  need.  He 
had  every  thing  necessary  on  board.  The 
ship  was  to  sail  as  soon  as  it  had  got  into 
the  open  sea,  to  New  York,  instead  of 
Kiel  ; but  the  plan  was  baffl  d by  Bona- 
parte’s impatience  and  surrender.  This 
ship  is  now  at  Kiel,  where  the  lined  casks, 
See.  are  to  be  seen.
